June IT.—More than a 
third of the large force of Germans 
which attacked Xivray 
at 
daybreak 
yesterday was wiped out, it was estab­ 
lished today. 
» 
Eight hundred boches 
participated 
in the attack, which was made on a 
half-mile front, extending 
on 
both 
sides of the village. The enemy losses 
were estimated at more than 300 as a 
result of Hie Americans' deadly rifle 
and machine gun fire. Our losses were 
light and we took eight prlsffnefo. 
Both artilleries maintained a terrific 
barrage during the attack. 
The Germans began to bombard the 
towns held by the Americans behind 
Xivray at midnight and continued the 
cannonade throughout Sunday 
morn­ 
ing. In tile meantime a group of about 
IOO 
enemy 
storm 
troops 
crawled 
across No Man s Land with the assist­ 
ance of a barrage. 
They evidently ex­ 
pected to catch tile Americans asleep 
in Xivray. which forms a protruding 
point in the American lines. 
The Germans were discovered just 
before daybreak. The Americans im­ 
mediately opened a deadly 
machine 
gun < ros3flre from numerous points in 
Xivray, 
Simultaneously 
the 
boches 
^ t a r t e d tiieir artillery barrage. 
One wave of 800 infantry, including 
storm troops, charged across No Man’s 
Land toward the American trenches. 
With the newly risen sun directly be­ 
hind them the Germans were an ideal 
target. 
As they crossed the flat coun­ 
try the Americans mowed them down 
in heaps. 
The wave was 
completely 
broken 
witli the exception of a small group 
which reached tile village. These v w c 
quickly ousted in bayonet fighting. 
(inc hundred and fourteen Ameri­ 
cans held Xivray against nearly 
900 
German*. 
The American artillery threw a box 
barrage around the Germans. Follow­ 
ing Hie barrage through the streets 
and ruins of Xivray, 
the 
Americans 
drove tile enemy back across No Man s 
I-and until stopped by lite American 
box barrage. Tills practically annihilat­ 
ed tile Germans, who were forced to 
run through it. 
“ We would have driven them clear 
to the Rhine if it had not been for our 
own barrage,” 
said 
one 
doughboy. 
“But it got them .” 
The Germans carried a number of 
machine g ins on stretchers but were 
unable to use them. They were forced 
to retire so rapidly that they left many 
of their wounded behind them. Twelve 
German prisoners said the object of 
the raidd was to take American pris­ 
oners. 
But they*dldn’t do it. 
The regiments from which the raid­ 
ers were picked is reported to have 
been 
brought 
here 
recently 
from 
Picardy. 
It is composed of some of 
the kaiser's best troops. A number of 
the assaulting party carried food for 
two days. It is believed from this that 
they intended to hold Xivray perma­ 
nently.

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STATE COMMISSIONS 


J. O. Hayes of San Jose, candidate for the 
Republican nomination for governor, has evidently 
thrown out what may be construed as bait to the 
extremist opponents of Hiram Johnson a general 
criticism of the state commissions. True, Hayes does 
not slam Johnson nor the johnson administration. 
Both Johnson and his administration are too strong 
in the minds of the jx'ople of ( aliforma for any 
candidate for state office to come out directly against 
either. 
In view of the get-together movement of 
the Republicans in the state, it is unfortunate that a 
controverse involving the sore spots of the last few 
years has arisen. 
However, Hayes in his candidacy 
has made an is-me of the commissions and the ques­ 
tion will have to he dealt with, and it ought to he 
discussed without arousing old animosities. 
Hayes' 
comments 
upon 
some of the 
state commissions 
brought forth a controversy between him and Meyer 
Lissner of Los Angeles, a member of the State In­ 
dustrial Accident Commission. 
Lissner has just 
issued an open letter to I laves. 
flus letter con­ 
cludes as follow s: 
The following statements are indisput­ 
ably true: 
That while our state spends more per 
capita than those backward states that have 
little humanitarian legislation, it is not an 
extravagant or inefficient government, but, 
on tin.* contrary, its business methods will 
compare favorably with those in effect in 
large private corporations. 
That the great institutions of the state, 
correctional and educational, have, under the 
supervision o f the state board of control, 
been more economically and efficiently man­ 
aged than ever before, and at less per capita 
cost. 
That California is one of the very few 
sta te s that has made any real progress in 
modern uniform accounting and an execu­ 
tive budget system. 
That the total cost of administration of 
all of the departments of the state govern­ 
ment, legislative, executive, administrative 
and judicial, i- only about one-tenth of the 
entire amount expended— nearly half of the 
state expenditures going to the schools alone, 
and another large fraction for the care of 
criminals, insane and other dependents. 
That only about 5 per cent of the entire 
state expenditures goes for the support of 
commissions, and that only a portion of that 
5 per cent is devoted to the support of com­ 
missions created under the administration of 
Governor Johnson. 
That through the commissions organ­ 
ized and fostered under Governor Johnson, 
the people are saving millions annually— in 
fact many times the total amount expended 
for the administration of the commissions— 
through reduced utility rates, conservation 
of natural resources, workmen’s compsonsa- 
ticfn and insurance, increased wages for 
women in industry, protection against ille­ 
gitimate and wildcat corporation scheme, 
and business methods in public business; to 
say nothing of all of the other great humani­ 
tarian work, the effect of which on the pub­ 
lic welfare cannot be measured in dollars 
and cents. 
And last, but not least, “lest we for­ 
get — because those loudest over expenses 
of state government never remind u s of it— 
that all of the expenses of state govern­ 
ment are paid by the big corporations doing 
business in the state I principally the rail 
roads, now under federal control), and we 
have yet to hear any complaint to speak of 
from them or from the people generally. 
The concluding paragraph o f Lissner\s reply 
to I laves L not sufficient in one point. 
It i* true 
that the state government is run on money collected 
from the corporations, and it is true that there is 
no direct tax on the people of the state. 
However, 
the corporations get their money from the people,* 
and the rates set for public corporations are based 
upon profits over and above expenses. 
State taxes 
go in as expense, and the more taxes there are the 
greater will be the rates allowed the public corpora­ 
tion. 
So, after all, it is the people who pay tin 
expenses o f the state government. 
There is no use 
camouflaging that situation. 
Probably it was with this idea in mind that 
the Riverside Press in discussing the Hayes-Lissnet 
controversy has the following: 
It is undoubtedly true that the consol­ 
idation 
of 
some 
commissions 
could 
l>e 
effected with a resultant saving of expense; 
that is a problem to which the next legisla­ 
ture ought to give careful attention, 
put if 
all the boards and commissions were wiped 
out of existence, the total amount saved, 
as Mr. Lissner points out, would be such a 
small percentage of the total e x c u s e of 
state government that the change would 
hardly be noticeable. 
If there are any com­ 
m issions which are not necessary, they 
should be abolished, and if there is over­ 
lapping or duplication, consolidation and 
re-organization should be worked out. What 
is wanted, however, is a fair and unbiased 
investigation to find out where the “blue 
pencil” should be used without injury to the 
public 
interest. 
W hat some newspapers 
and som e candidates, however, are giving 
us is an indiscriminate denunciation of 
commissions without any attempt to point 
out w h a t ones are extravagant or unneces­ 
sary. 


NINE-TENTHS RECOVER 


One o f the best pieces o f war news we have 
^ 
had since we entered the war comes from the Amer- 
Sn 
ican hospitals in Paris. 
These hospitals lately have 
been filled to overflow ing with wounded Yankees 
from the heavy fighting at Cantigny and the Marne. 
The cheerfulness and exuberant optimism of the 
wounded men have already been noted with appreci­ 
ation by the American public. 
That, however, is 
not the present point. 
W e now have, added to that 
reassuring fact, the glad news that ninety per cent 
of the men will recover. 
This is apparently an unparalleled percentage of 
recoveries. 
It is due partly to the continued im­ 
provement of surgical methods, partly to the prompt-* 
ness with which the wounded soldiers were cared for, 
and partly to the new style o f fighting. 
The last 
factor is one that may be counted on pretty steadily 
hereafter. 
The war has been reverting to the obi-fashioned, 
open fighting. 
There has been less shelling, less 
dying helplessly in trenches. 
Men have met above 
ground as of old. and fought w ith rifles, b ayon ets 
and machine guns. 
M ost of tilt wounds are said to 
have been bullet wounds, which are much cleaner 
and more easily cared for than shell wounds. 
All these favorable conditions may be expected 
to continue. 
( )ur boys will, therefore, even when 
bearing the brunt of the battle, be safer than any 
troops have been heretofore in this war. 
M ore of 
them will be able to return to the front, and more 
will come back home when the war is over. 


Fabricated Ships 
From the Outlook 


Looking beyond the welter of the present struggle, 
what is the augury for the future? 
W hat does the “fab­ 
ricated'' ship mean to shipbuilding, not only of America 
but of the world, and what does it promise for the m er­ 
chant marine of the United States? When U-boat warfare 
shall have gone the way of the .Monitor and tile Merri­ 
mac will the vital impulse that arose to overcome it pass 
iway as well? 
It does not seem likely. 
As the Monitor and the 
Merrimac revolutionized the navies of the world, mak­ 
ing them iron instead of wood, so the "fabricated" ship 
seems destined to revolutionize shipbuilding. 
It does not 
seem likely, when once a way has been demonstrated of 
building ships both more economical and more expedi­ 
tions than the old way, that the old way can survive. 
The new ships are in all respects as good as the old. 
In fact it would seem in many ways that they should 
prove better. 
Every component part is produced by a 
specialist in his field. 
The assembling is supervised not 
only by experts in shipbuilding, but by experts in the 
manufacture of the parts. 
The finished ship is the prod­ 
uct of the maximum combination of efficiency. 
It seems likely, then, that the country that leads the 
world in factory efficiency, that has become pre-eminent 
in the manufacture of structural steel, having adapted 
these two national assets to the building of ships, will 
become pre-eminent in that field also. 
It is difficult to 
see how shipyards in any part of the world can here­ 
after afford to build an appreciable number of vessels 
In the old-fashioned way. 
The ships th at carry the bulk 
of the world’s cargoes, that are seen in every harbor 
and roadstead from New York to the ('ajee of Good Hope, 
will be the “fabricated” steel freighters. 
For a time the fast passenger liners and other spe­ 
cial types will continue to he built from special designs. 
But probably even these will later yield to the new era. 
Iii the meantime, and long after the war is over, Amer­ 
ica will be called upon to m ake up the tonnage deficit of 
the world. 
With the disappearance of the made-to-order 
method the advantage in cost to the European builders 
through their cheaper labor is liable to disappear. Higher 
American wages may be offset by this greater efficiency. 
The initial advantage o fthe new method will certainly 
be ours; by all that is American it should he made 
permanent. 
% 
That we shall grow into a great sea power is grad­ 
ually becoming the fondest hope of every American. The 
fabricated ship has given the necessary impetus; tile1 
people must do the rest. 
Thus the nation of the sky 
scraper may become also the nation of the ocean levia­ 
than, and in that manner not only "scrape the sky” but 
"sweep the seas" as well.

“Glowing the Fall or Second Crop 
of Potatoes in California, 
is a bulle­ 
tin bv Stanley S. Rogers, just issued 
by the University of California C a i l l e 
of Agriculture. 
It folio x 
It is possible and profitable, over it 
in rye portion of California, to grow a 
si'tond of fall crop of put tots, and 
this practice should 
he 
encouraged 
where conditions 
are 
favorable, for 
practical experience has shown that 
a heavier yield of better quality is 
realised titan iii the case 
of 
early 
spring potatoes. 
It is difficult to store potatoes sitc- 
cesstully during the warmer months, 
but those maturing in the fall may bo 
kept in a satisfactory condition until 
the following spring, which is often 
an advantage to the grower. As a rtile, 
higher prices prevail during the win­ 
ter and spring than are offered in the 
summer; this coupled with the larger 
yields obtained, appears to he very en­ 
couraging for the future production of 
fall potatoes. 
It is imperative, however, that the 
soil lie adapted to the needs of til in 
crop, and that sufficient irrigation fa­ 
cilities be available so that the water 
may be applied when needed. The ab­ 
sence o! heavy frosts up to t^e middle 
of November is also an important con 
dition. 
I he seed may he obtained from Die 
potatoes stored -over winter, or from 
the spring crop 
of 4he 
same year. 
e n d er ordinary conditions the latter 
onrce ot seed is preferable. 
Growing Seed 
When home-grown seed Is used, the 
crop should he planted as soon in the 
spring as possible, the exact time de 
pending largely upon the climatic con­ 
ditions. 
Under central Dallfornia con 
ditlons the seeding may be done dur­ 
ing February and March, oui in the 
warmer sections it is possible to ad­ 
vance the time of planting consider 
ably. 
In the vicinity of Sacramento, 
the planting is done from February I 
to March 15. 
If an early maturing variety, such 
as the American Wonder, is used, the 
crop may he dug during the latter part 
of June to the first 
week 
in 
July. 
When using this arop for seed, experi­ 
ence has shown that it should be Intr­ 
u s t e d before full maturity, lite most 
desirable time to harvest is when the 
vines are changing from a yellow to a 
brownish color. 
Harvesting and Curing Seed 
If the crop is harvested at the peri 
od shown above, the potatoes will not 
be fully matured and the skin will 
slip very easily. 
After digging they 
should lie exposed to tin* san from one- 
half to one hour before being picked 
up. 
lf the day is very hot, care should 
be taken not to allow them to be on 
the ground too long, as they will sun 
burn very easily and become until for 
food, storage, or seed. 
After the crop has been exposed to 
tho sun the desirable length of time, 
the seed should be placed immediate­ 
ly in piles from two to four feet high 
and covered with straw to a dep.h of 
from six inches to one 
foot. 
These 
heaps, or stacks, should lie sprinkled 
each day or so, putting 
on 
enough 
watei to soak into them thoroughly, 
but being careful that no excess mois­ 
ture is allowed to accumulate, for fear 
of rotting the potatoes. 
The 
water 
may be applied through the straw. 
lf there is no danger of tuber-motb 
infestation, these piles may he made 
under a tree or shade where they will 
tie protected front the heat, or at least 
partially shaded. Where this pi st is 
troublesome, it is best to stoic Die i*o- 
tutoe 
in a building where the moth 
can not gain entrance, or cover Die 
piles each night with canvas. 
Tlie length of 
time 
the 
potatoes 
should remain in these piles is some­ 
what dependent upon the condition of 
the tubers, climate and season, hut 
generally front one to two weeks is 
sufficient. After being removed they 
should be dipped, cut and planted as 
soon as possible, for tile longer they 
are ex loosed, the weaker will be their

lion of the crop by hand, keeping the 
individual

separated,

select from these the potatoes best 
suited for future propagation, lf this 
method is pursued, the condition ot 
the hill, at; a whole, should be noted 
and not the individual potato, lf the 
grower does not wish to use the hill 
selection, he should at least save on’y 
those potatoes which conform closely 
to Die ideal of thetypeasd variety; 
medium sized potato, free from dis 
case, will be found more advantage­ 
ous than the very’ 
small 
or 
largo 
tubers. 
The proper st lect iou of the seed is 
of extreme Importance; where this is 
carried on caiefully and thoroughly, 
it will pay the grower to select his 
own seed from one season to another 
At the University Farm vegetable gar­ 
den. hotjtc^ffrowit. 
selected 
potatoes 
have been-used for four years and Die 
quality of the eight - Fops 
produced 
has improved regularly. Should home­ 
grown seed be used ccfhtinually,, with 
out proper regard to selection, it 
'.3 
probable that ^iie quality would soon 
deteriorate to a degree 
where 
now 
seed would have to he imported. 
Preparation of the Soil 
It Is sometimes difficult to obtain a 
satisfactory stand of potatoes when 
planting during very hot weather. Tills 
is due to poor curing of the seed and 
especially to an unfavorable condition 
of the soil. 
In preparing the field for 
planting the gi t at problem is to cool 
the soil sufficiently so that the seed 
will not be burned. 
Following is the 
method commonly used by many of 
the market gardeners and at the Uni­ 
versity Farm, and appears to be en­ 
tirely satisfactory for the interior val­ 
leys and warmer sections of tne state. 
From one week to ten days before 
planting, the exact time depending 
largely upon the character of the soil. 
Die field should 
lie 
irrigated 
very 
heavily, so tha 
Die soil is thorough­ 
ly saturated. 
A second irrigation iB 
given from twy to four 
days 
before 
planting and as Die chief advantage of 
this irrigation is to cool the soil, a 
small amount of water is used. Where 
possible, the lard should be flooded 
rather than applying the water in fur­ 
rows. 
It is not customary to work the 
land between irrigations. 
Plantirvfl 
Just previous to planting, the jiota- 
toes should be immersed from one and 
one-half to two hours in a corrusive- 
sublimate solution of a strength of one 
ounce of the material to eight gallons 
cf water. Extreme care should be ex- 
eicised in handling this dip, as it is 
very poisonous. A wooden receptacle, 
such as a barrel, should he used for 
this purpose. 
As soon as tile soil is in proper con­ 
dition, tile field is plowed to a depth 
of eight to twelve inches and the i»otu- 
toes immediately planted. In planting 
large areas, better success will lie at­ 
tained if the field is worked in small 
tracts, planting as soon as possible 
after plowing. The seed should be put 
in Die ground at least five inches deep, 
preferably six or seven inches, in or­ 
der to protect it as much as possible 
from the heat and to prevent drying. 
Heavier seeding should bt* practiced 
Iii planting at this season than is cus­ 
tomary when seeding under more con­ 
genial growing conditions. 
At 
least 
eight sacks of medium sized potatoes 
per acre should lie used. 
" 
Tlietime of planting is governed by 
the locality and time at which the first 
crop is in condition to be dug. For the 
central interior valleys the planting 
season extends from July 7 to August 
I. 
in the southern part of the state 
the planting may he done from July I 
to August IO. 
Many 
potatoes 
are 
planted after the dates given above. 
hut this is done ut a considerable risk, 
owing to tile liability of early frosts 
which may kill the plants before they 
are ir.utur*

A second crop of potatoes should he

gation is available. 
It is often difficult to procure a satis­ 
factory stand of plants when plantiug 
during Die extreme heat. This may be 
largely overcome by curing the seed 
properly, and Irrigating twice just pre­ 
vious to planting. 
In 
Central 
California, 
thex 
seed 
should be planted between July 7 and 
August I; in Southern California from 
July I to August IO. 
Under ordinary conditions tile crop 
will be ready to Harvest during No­ 
vember, but should not be dug until 
the plants have fully matured.
